"J don't intend to let a battery be 
put on the market for at least three 
. mouths or until I have made a five 
thousand mile endurance test and have 
: discovered all the weak points and 
rectified them. 
“ We have gone up and down steep 
hill*, over xvo«m1 roads, through forests 
and 
have traveled miles with two 
wheel* in a car track and the others on 
cobblestones. 
In fact, we’ve looked 
for the Toughest roads in New Jersey 
arid on three or four occasions have 
had narrow escapes from catastrophes. 
“Three days ago I heard of a particu­ 
larly rough and dangerous road. ‘Guess 
I ’ll have to go there myself,’ I said to 
one of my superintendents. 
TM send 
(naming one of my chauffeurs), but 
I don’t think his nerve is good.’ 
“That was an unfortunate remark. 
It nearly brought about a distinguished 
funeral. 
I thought I saw the pearly 
gates begin to swing yesterday. 
“ You know my house is on the brow 
of a considerable hill. 
It’s the custom 
when going through the park in an a u ­ 
tomobile to coast down Hie hill, then 
stop and / t o s s tile deep ditches near 
the road at a sp«*e*l of not more than 
one or two miles an hour.

He convinced me that 
I had jumped to a wrong cone!u.sloil 
about nerve. H e ’s got plenty, and he 
will be In charge of the machine that 
makes the journey over the worst ter­ 
ritory I can find. 
“T hat experience and the experi­ 
ments that have been going on have 
convinced me of two things,” continued 
til*4 Inventor. “One is th at I did not 
figure exactly 
right on 
mechanical 
strength. 
The other thing th a t im­ 
pressed me Is the fact that Americans 
have much to learn from French m anu­ 
facturers. Our machines do not com­ 
pare with those made iii France. I s**nt 
for the massive Mora machine which 
Fournier used when he made his great­ 
est record, and I ran it ninny miles 
about this portion of Hie state studying 
it. 
it lias all of the weight in the 
wheels and axles and near the ground, 
where it should be. The body is light. 
The American machine Is gingerbread, 
xvi111 lighter lower works and a heavy 
body. T h at is a mistake.” 
Mr. Edison is confident that his stor­ 
age battery for automobiles xviii soon 
Ice in general use.
